These Were The 
Weapons Used 


Before we can understand the 
general strategy and tactics fol- 
lowed by both sides, something 
must be sald of the weapons used, 
The Germans sought a decision 
by sending over tive main types of 
bombers -- Ju.87,  Dive-bomber 
Ju.88, various types of Heinkel 111, 
Dornier 215, and Dornier 17, Ju.87 
(Type B) was a two-seater Dive- 
bomber, 
wing, cantilever monoplane arm- 
ed with two fixed machine-guns, 
one in each wing and a movable 
machine-gun in the aft cockpit. 
When looked at from — straight 
ahead, the wings had the shape 
of a very Jat W. [ts maximum 
speed in level bight was a tride 
over 240 miles per hour, Ju.88 
was also a Dive-bomber with a 
maximum speed of 317 miles per 
hour. Its crew and armament were 
similar to those of the Heinkel 111, 
The Heinkel 111 (mark V) was a 
low wing, all-meta!, cantilever 
monoplane with two engines.

ON A FRONT STRETCHING a thousand miles 
from Bordeaux to the Baltic, bomber command air- 
craft are attacking submarine and raider bases, 
shipbuilding yards, aerodromes used by Nazi long 
range bombers, and the factory which makes them. 
The aircraft frame factory which makes Focke Wulf 


in Bremen where very 


severe damage has been done lately. The aircraft 
frame factory itself has suffered badly in a number 


of raids.

Widespread Attacks 


The offensive continued between 
April 9 and 16, when British 
bombers attacked Bremen once 
and Kiel more than on one oc 
casion, There were several at- 
tacks on Brest where Gerinany is 
ultempting to shelter her raiders.

The submarine 
base at Lorient was raided twice, 
the shipbuilding yards ut 
Weeesack near Bremen once, 
Wilhelmshaven once and Emden 
twice On Emden the new British 
bombs, the most powerful ever 
used, were employed for the frst 
time, 

On the first night of the attack 
on Kiel the greatest weight of 
bombs ever to be directed in one 
nieht ugainst single targets in 
Germany was dropped, which 
destroyed large parts of the 
Deutschwerke shipyards of the 
Germania yards and of the Navy 
Arsenal, At the same tine one 
of the main power plunts of the 
town Was badly = damaged und 
many factories and other parts of 
the town were burned out. The 
result was that whole areas were 
so badly blasted that it Is pron 
bable they will have to be 
evacuated, if this already has nol 
been done. 

Wherever Germany builds, re- 
pairs or shelters submarines of 
surface warships, or seaplanes, 
long range bombers of the Royal 
Air Force have gone to destroy or 
check commerce raiders before 
they can put out to sea or take

Diversion Of Major 
Offensive 


During the same period diay or 
dusk attacks were made on docks 
in Cherbourg, Borkum (with its 
seaplane base) and Heligoland. 
To some extent these atlucks were 
on naval bases and shipyards 
which may be regarded as & 
diversion of the major offensive 
which the bomber command — is 
fighting against Germany. But 
this is an essential contribution to 
the defence of Britain even should 
it mean the sparing of German 
industry until the Battle of the 
;Atlantic ds settled. 

Moreover the strength of the 
R.A.F.. bomber command is 
such that there are bombers to 
spare for the heavy raids on 
Berlin, and other German cen- 
trea, while the support of Brit- 
ain's sea power Ig continued. 

{It must be remembered that 
Kiel, Bremen, Wilhelmshaven, 
Hamburg and Emden are not only 
ports or naval bases. They are 
‘also great industrial centres and 
| would be attacked also were the 
R.A.F. concentrating entirely on 
the destruction of the German 
war industry. There is also 
[seabcely an instance of a heavy 
j attack on shipyards or a naval 
base which did not also destroy 
some other vital parts of Ger- 
many’s war machinery. Even 
raids on Italian submarines at 
Bordeaux have incidentally de- 
stroyed accumulated stocks of oil. 

In the Battle of the Atlantic it 
cannot be expected that the effects 
of this concentration of bombing 
on naval bases and shipyards will 
be seen immediately. But weak- 
ness at the base will inevitably 
tell in the front line, While the 
Royal Navy guards convoys across 
the Atlantic the work of the 
bomber command will lighten its 
; task in the future.

ADDRESSING THE annual meeting of the 
American Council on Education on the subject of

Conant, President of Harvard University, said: “It 
would seem to me.the time for final action by this 


country is close at hand.”

posed of representatives of practically all of the 


major national and regional associations in 


country. 


Dr. Conant, recently returned” 
from England, owas appluuded: 
when he expressed his conviction’ 
that “the English people will not 
make peace with Hitler” and again 
when he said: “TL do not believe 
the American people will sit idly 
by with Hitler controlling the; 
Atlantic Ocean and undermining 
our freedom in this hemisphere. | 
It seems to be clear that in all 
likelihood the longer we delay in 
wending full aid agaist the Axis 
powers, the longer will be war, 
»M the greater will be the ulti- 
V rhe misery for all niunkind.”* 
cf oe. George Fo Zook in his an- 
paal report recalled ta the audi- 
ence that the Amer can Coun- 
cil has in its constitution the de- 
claration, "The council was 
organised to meet national needs 
fa time of war and will always 
render patriotic service" 


‘Conservation Of 
Values Urged 


He set fourth the fundamental 
relations of education to the 
national government in a series of 
statements declaring that adequate 
consideration must be given to 
the conservation of educational 
values, resources and personnel: 
emergency programmes — should 
not interfere unduly with the re- 
gular work of the schools, states 
of mind leading to war hysteria 
should be discouraged and = the 
language or Jiterature of no coun- 
try should be eliminated from 
the curriculum, and the respon- 
sibility for administrative control 
of the agencies should continue 
in the hands of the educational 
officers of the schools and the in- 
stitution of higher learn’ ng 

Dr. Conant in) describing the 
British precautions for preventing 
the wastage of skilled men said he 
wondered if the United States 
would do as well. He described 
the British programme under 
which the sclentists of the coun. 
try are oo rmeobilised for national 
service, Physicists, enginecrs, 
chemist. and doctors are at work 
where they are most needed, he 
said. If men of these profess ous 
had been allowed to volunteer at 
the start, or had been drafted, the 
shortage ta-day would be "serious 
indeed. One wonders vw hether we 
in the United States will be far- 
sighted enough to pruivt by the 
example.” 


British Plan Described 


The British Government, he! 
continued, developed the idea of 
“reserve occupation” before the 
war. The first schedule listed a 
thousand or more categories of 
employment which were regarded 
@s essential to the defence of the 
country, These included a dozen 
or so categories involving univer- 
sity-trained men, To each 
assigned an age 
limit. Men above this age were 
“reserved'; that is, these men 
were only permitted to voluntecr 
for restricted classifications of 
war services, 

Some categories had no age 
limit; for example, all doctors 
were reserved; physicists were 
reserved above the age of 25: 
university and secondary school 
teachers above the same age, and. 
chemists above 21. The result 
was an over-reservation in many

Weapons Used 


Before we can understand the

Variations and increases in arma- 
ment were constantly made in all 
these aircraft which carted bombs 
Intended to secure victory, These 
bombers were protected by fight- 
ers of which the Germans used 
two main types, Me.109 and 
Me.110. Me.109 in the form then 
used was a sing'e seater fighter. 
It was a low-wing, all-metal, 
cantilever monoplane armed with 
cannon firing through the air- 
screw hub, four machine-guns 
and two more In troughs on the 
top of the engine cowling, Its 
maximum speed was a little more 
than 350 miles per hour. Its plot 
was later protected by back-and- 
front armour of which the size 
and shape became = standardised 
during the course of the battle, 
Me.110 was a two-seater fighter 
powered with two engines, It was 
an all-metal, low wing, cantilever 
monoplane with two fixed can- 
nons and four fixed machine-guns 
to flre forward from the nose, It 
wis much larger than Me.109 but 
had not got the same capacity of 
manveuvre, Its maximum speed 
Gid not exceed 365 mi es per hour. 
In this aircraft the crew were 
protected by back armour only. 
The Germans also used a few 
Heinkel 113s. This was a low 
wing, all-metal, cuntilever mono- 
plane with single engine. A can- 
non fired through the airscrew 
hub and there were two large-bore 
machine-guns in the wings. The 
maximum speed was about 380 
miles per hour. 

To combat this formidable 
array of fighters and bombers, 
which Goering had boasted were 
“definitely superior’ to any Bri- 
tish aircraft, the Royal Air Force 
used Spitfire, Hurricane and, oc- 
ca'lonally, Boulton Paul Defiant. 

The Spitfire Mark 1 was 
u-single seater fighter with a Rol's 
Royce Merlin engine. It was u 
Jow wing, all-metal, cantilever 
monoplane armed with eight 
Browning machine-guns, four in 
each wing, set to fire forward out- 
side the airscrew disc. The maxi- 
mum speed was 366 miles per 
hour, The Hawker Hurricane 
(Mark 1) was a'so a single-seater 
fighter s:imilarly engined and 
ermed. Its maximum speed was 
335 miles per hour. In both these 
aircraft the pilot was protected 
hy front-and-back armour, The 
Boulton Paul Defiant was a two- 
‘seater fighter with a Rolls Royce 
engine. It was an all-metal, low- 
wing, cantilever monoplane and 
urmed with ¢ four Browning 
machine-guns mounted in a 
power-operated turret.

With such machines as_ these, 
the Royal Air Force and Luft- 
waff. faced each other on 8th 
August when the battle began.

Sector Operations Rooms, the aim 
being to give each “Controller” 
the same picture of the progress 
of raids in his particular area, In 
addition to this, Controllers have 
all possible information — set out 
before them such as location and 
“state” of their own squadrons, 
the weather and cloud conditions 
all above their area, They are also 
in touch with Anti-Aircraft de- 
fences and Balloon Barrages. 
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The squadrons are maintained 
at their sector aerodromes at 
various “states of preparedness.” 
The most relaxed state is “re- 
leased’ which means the squadron 
is not required to operate until a 
specified hour and that the per- 
sonnel can be employed on rou- 
tine maintenance, Ayling training 
and instruction, organised games 
and that. in some cases, they may 
leave the station, Next comes 
“Available which means — the 
squadrons must prepare to be jn 
the air within so many minutes 
of receiving the order.

These orders are issued by the

jon his resources so as to run no 
vtisk of being caught by a third or 
fourth wave of raiders with all his 
squadrons on the ground “landed 
and refuelling.”

The task of the Controller in 
setting the stage for battles is 
governed by one factor—accurste 
and timely information of raids, 
In clear weather, with little or no 
cloud, the raiders came over at such 
a high altitude that they were al- 
most invisible, even with the use 
of binoculars. The number of 
aircraft employed made a con- 
fusion of noise in the high atmos- 
phere and thus increased the dif- 
ficulty of detecting raids by sound. 
In cloudy weather this difficulty 
was increased, for the Observer 
Corps had there to rely entirely 
on sound. In view of these dif- 
ficulties, that Corps and other 
sources of information deserve 
very great credit for the remark- 
ably clear and timely picture of 
the situation which they present- 
ed to the Controllers.

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SHIPS 10 WIN THE

President Roosevelt’s 
order to the Maritime 
Commission to assemble a 
pool of 2,000,000 tons of 
existing shipping to speed 
the flow of vital war 
materials to Britain re- 
cognises that the most 
critical battle of the war 
is the battle of the 
Atlantic. 


The programme, as the 
President said, falls into! 
two parts. One 
transfer of ships to Bri- 
lish registry for use in 
the combat zone. The 
other the reallocation of 
Ships in such a way as to 
obtain 
efficieney from their use! 
Presumably the transfer 
of ships for use in the. 
Alluntic service will make, 
use of the foreigi vessels 
now an American ports, 
including the sixty-nine 
Danish, Italian and Ger- 
man ships recently seized, 
us well as French and 
other ships that have 
taken refure. The 
balance of the 2,000,000 
tons is to be obtained by 
withdrawing vessels from 
intercoastal routes, using 
Army and Navy auxiliary 
vessels, commissioning 
what remains of the laid- 
up fleets of United States 
merchant ships and, pos- 
sibly, diverting some 
Great Lakes carriers to 
the coastal and inter- 
coastal trade. 

Plainly the programme 
is not merely intended to 
provide more tonnage but 
to obtain the maximum ol 
effective use of the ton- 
nage that is available. To, 
achieve this it must ge 
beyond strictly maritime 
limits. 

The highest efficiency 
in the use of available 
shipping requires that the 
flow of war materials by 
land from their points of 
origin to the docks must 
be co-ordinated with the 
movement of ships. Sup- 
plies must move quickly 
and smoothly to the har- 
bours so as to avoid delays 
in the loading and con- 
gestion at shipping 
points. They should be 
routed to those harbours 
which make possible the 
shortest ocean passage, 
even if this means longer 
and more expensive 
movement by rail, No 
ship should be allowed to 
sail without a full cargo;

Dr. Conant in describing the 
British precautions for preventing 
the wastage of skilled men sa'd he 
wondered if the United States 
would do as well, He described 
the British — programme under 
which the sclentists of the coun~ 
try are mobilised — for national 
service, Physicists, engineers, 
chemist. and doctors are at work 
where they are most needed, he 
said. If tren of these profess'ons 
had been allowed to volunteer at 
the start, or had been drafted. the 
shortage to-day would be “serlous 
indeed. One wanders whether we 
in the United States will be far- 
sighted enough to profit by the 
example.” 


British Plan Described 


The British Government, he! 
continued, developed the idea of 
“reserve occupation” before the 
war, The first schedule listed a 
thousand or more  categori€s of 
employment which were regarded 
as essental to the defence of the 
country. These included a dozen 
or so categories involving univer- 
sity-trained men, To each 
category Was assigned an age 
limit. Men above this age were 
“reserved”; that is, these men 
were only permitted to volunteer 
for restricted classifications of 
war services. 

Some categories had no age 
limit; for example, all doctors 
were reserved; physicists 
reserved above the oge of 
university and secondary school 
teachers above the sume age, and 
chemists above 21. The result 
was an over-reservation in many 
occupations. Frequent modifica. 
tions -of. the. schedule since then 
have been made.

man Army could land . it was 
necessary to destroy our coastal 
convoys, to sink or | inimobilise 
osuch units of the Royal Navy as 
would dispute its passage and 
above all, to drive the Royal Air 
Force from the sky. He therefore 
launched a series of air attacks, 
firston our shipping and ports, and 
then on our aerodromes, There 
were four phases in the battle: 
the first from the 8th to 18th 
August, the second from the 19th 
August to 5th September, — the 
third from the 6th September to 
5th October, and the fourth from 
the 6th to 3lst October. During 
this last phase, daylight attacks 
gave way gradually to night raids 
which increased as the months 
went on, It should, however, be 
remembered that, throughout the 
battle, the enemy made use of 
night us well as day bombing, the 
first growing in volume and vio- 
lence as the second fell away

But again and 
again history has shown that, if 
the original plan fails or becomes 
impracticable, the German has 
little power of improvisation and 
‘df the trumpet gives forth an un- 
certain sound, who shall prepare 
himself to battle?" Brand new 
plans have to be worked out in 
full detail, and when this has 
been done it may well be too late. 
In this instance the Luftwaffe 
was designed to prepare the way 
for the German Army by smash- 
ing the enemy's resistance and it 
was a fundamental assumption in 
Berlin that Germany cou'd in 
every case establish and maintain 
air supremacy. 


The general plan for the use of 
the Luftwaffe was to seize und 
exploit to the full the mastery of 
the air, This was the main fea- 
in the Polish campaign, in 
attacks on Norway and the Low 
Countries and. even to a large ex- 
tent, in France. Aerodromes were 
to be put out of action thus tying 
opposing Air Forces to the ground. 
Ports and communications could 
then be destroyed without hin- 
drance, the military forces of the 
enemy paralysed and German 
armoure divisions placed — in 
position to operate undisturbed. 
Success meant the destruction of 
¢ivilinn morale and then internal 
divruption and surrender,

On Tuesday 20th August 1940, 
at 3.52 p.m. the Prime Minister

— Its 
mood was one of unxious  en- 
thusiasm, but enthusiasm waxed | 
and @nyuety waned as the Prime 
Minister proceeded to describe the 
swift y changing movements of 
the battle, the opening stages of 
which some members had them- 
selves witnessed, 

After referring to the work and 
achievements of the Royal Navy, 
Mr. Winston Churchill turned to 
the war in the ¢ir, "The gratitude 
of every home in our island,” he 
said, “in our Empire and, indeed, 
throughout the world, except in| 
the abodes of the guilty, goes out 
to British airmen who, undaunted 
by odds, unwearied in their con- 
stant challenge and mortal dan- 
wer, are turning the tide of the 
world war by their prowess and 
by their devotion. Never in the 
field of husnan conflict was so 
much owed by so many to so few.”

battle was still at its height, for 
it was not until the end of Octo- 
ber that the German Luftwaffe 
virtually abandoned its attacks 
by day ight and began to rely en- 
tirely on the policy of night raid- 
ing—its tacit admission of defeat. 


First Great Battle In 
History 


It is now possible to tell in 
great part the story of the action 
on which such high praise had 
been bestowed, Before doing 50, 
however, it is worth while to re- 
call the extraordinary nature of 
the battle. Nothing like it has ever 
been fought before in the history 
of mankind. It is true that air- 
craft frequent'y met in combat in 


the last war: but they did so in 
numbers very small when com- 
pared with those which were en® 
gaged above the fields of Kent 
and Sussex, the rolling country 
of Hampshire and Dorset, the flat 
lands of Essex and the sprawling 
mass of London. Moreover, from 
1914 to 1918 fights took place

This battle was not 
shrouded in the majestic and ter- 
ribte smoke of a land bombard- 
ment, with its roar of guns, its 
flash of shells, its fountains of 
crupting earth. There was no 
found nor fury—only the pattern 
of white vapour traits, leisurely 
changing form and shape, traced 
by a number” of tiny specks, 
scintillating like diamonds tn the 
splendid sunlight. From very far 
away there broke out from time 
to time a chatter against the duller 
sound of engines, Yet, had that 
chatter not broken out, that re- 
mote sound would have changed, 
first to a roar and then to a flerce 
shriek punctuated by the crash of 
heavy bombs as bomber after 
bomber unloaded its cargo. In a 
few days the southern towns of 
England, the capital of the Em- 
pire itself, would have suffered 
the fate of Warsaw or Rotterdam. 

The contest may indeed be 
likened to a duel with  rapiers | 
fought by masters of the art of 
fence. In such an encounter 
thrusts and purries are so swift as 
to be often hard to perceive and | 
the spectator realises that the 
fight is over only when the loser 
drops his point or fa'ls defeated | 
to the ground, 


These Were The 
Weapons Used 


Before we can understand the 
general strategy and tactics fol- . 
lowed by both sides, something 
must be sald of the weapons used. | 
The Germans sought a decision. 
by sending over five main types of , 
bombers ~—- Ju.87, Dive-bomber t 
Ju.88, various types of Heinkel 111, 
Dornier 215, and Dornier 17, Ju.87 
(Type B) was a two-seater Dive- 
bomber, It was an all-metal, low 
wing, cantilever monoplane arm- 
ed with two fixed machine-guns, 
one in each wing and a movable’ 
machine-gun in the aft cockpit. 
When louked at from © straight 
ahead, the wings had the shape 
of a very Jat W. Its maximum 
speed in level fight was a tritle 
over 240 miles per hour. Ju.83. 
was also a Dive-bomber with a 
maximum speed of 317 miles per 
hour. Its crew and armament were 
similar to those of the Heinkel 111, 
The Heinkel 111 (mark V) was a: 
low wing, all-meta!, 


cantilever : 
monoplane with two engines. It 
carried a crew of four and was 
armed with three movable 
machine-guns, one in the nose, cne 
on the top of the fuselar= and 
one in the streamlined “Blister” 
underneath. Its maximum speed 
was nearly 275 miles per hour. 
The Dornier 215 was a high wing, 
cantilever monop‘ane of all-metal 
construction with three movable 
machine-guns similarly placed to 
those of Heinkel. 111K. Its maxi- 
mum speéd was about 312 miles 
per hour. It was a_ develop- 
ment of the Dornier 17. familiar- 
!v known as the “Flying Penci'.” 
This aircraft was a mid wing 
cantilever monoplane. It was arm- 
ed wi'h two fixed forward-firing 
machine-guns in the fuselage, 
one movable gun in the floor and 
one on shie'ded mounting above 
the wings, Its aximum speed 


was about 310 miles per hour, - 


Variations and increases in arma- 
ment were constantly made in all 
these aircraft which carried bombs 
intended to secure victory. These 
bombers were protected by fight- 
ers of which the Germans used 
{wo main types, Me.109 and 
Me.110. Me.109 in the form then 
used was a single sedter fighter. 
It was a low-wing, all-metal, 
cantilever monoplane armed with 
cannon = firing through the = air- 
screw hub, four machine-guns 
and two more in’ troughs on the 
top of the engine cowling, Its 
maximum speed was a little more 
than 350 titles per hour. Its pilot 
was later protected by back-and- 
front armour of which the size 
and shape became standardised 
during the course of the battle. 
Me.110 was a two-seater fighter 
powered with two engines. It was 
un all-metal, low wing, cantilever 
monoplane with two fixed can- 
nons and four fixed machine-guns 
to fire forward from the nose, It 
was much larger than Me.109 but 
had not got the same capacity of 
manoeuvre, Its maximum speed 
did not exceed 365 mi'es per hour. 
In this aircraft the crew were 
protected by back armour only. 
The Germans also used a few 
Heinkel 113s. This was a low 
wing, all-metal, cantilever mono~ 
plane with single engine. A can- 
non fired) through the airscrew 
hub and there were two large-bore 
machine-guns in the wings. The 
maximum speed was about 380 
miles per hour. 

To combat this formidable 
array of fighters and bombers, 
which Goering had boasted were 
“definitely superior” to any Bri- 
fish aircraft, the Royal Air Force 
used Spitfire, Hurricane and, oc- 
cationally, Boulton Paul Defiant. 

The Spitfre Mark 1 was 
a-single seater fighter with a Rolls 
Royce Merlin engine, It was a 
low wing, all-metal, cantilever 
monoplane armed with eight 
Browning machine-guns, four in 
each wing, set to fire forward out- 
side the airscrew disc. The maxi- 
mum speed was 366 miles per 
hour. The Hawker’ Hurricane 
(Mark 1) was a'so a single-seater 
fighter similarl engined and 
armed. Its maximum speed was 
335 miles per hour. In both these 
aircraft the pilot was protected 
by front-and-back armour. The 
Boulton Paul Defiant was a two- 
seater Oighter with a Rolls Royte 
engine. It. was an all-metal, low- 
wing, cantilever monoplane and 
armed with four Browning 
machine-guns mounted in a 
power-operated turret.

These orders ure issued by the 
Controller whose function It is to 
study the Operations Room Map 
and put a suitable number of air-

He fs in 
constant touch with his fighters 
by radio te'ephone, and is able to 
give them orders to change course 
from time to time so as to put

Once the fighters report that 
they have “sighted enemy” the 
Controller's task is over, except 
that he may have to give them a 
course to bring them back to their 
aerodromes when the battle {Is 
over. ‘Enemy sighted" signal the 
“Tallyho” ts at once transmitted 
to Group Headquarters and re- 
corded on the Squadron state in- 
dicator. A red-letter day for any 
group was the 27th September, 
when, in number eleven Group, 21 
Squadrons out of 21 ordered up 
were wble to report “Enemy 
Sighted." But the successful in- 
terception of raids is not always 
so easy, In practice exercises be- 
fore the war 30 per cent intercep- 
tion was thought satisfactory and 
50 per cent very good, When the 
test came, however, the  per- 
centages rose to 75, 90 and, some- 
times, 100, This consistently high 
rate of interception made it pos- 
sible for our superiority In pilots 
and aircraft to achieve its full 
effect. 

The task of the Controller in 
setting the stage for battles is 
.governed by one factor—accurate 
and timely information of raids. 
In clear weather, with little or no 
cloud, the raiders came over at such 
a high altitude that they Were al- 
most invisible, even with the use 
of binoculars. The number of 
aircraft employed made a con- 
fusion of noise in the high atmos- 
phere and thus increased the dif- 
ficulty of detecting raids by sound. 
In cloudy weather this difficulty 
was increased, for the Observer 
Corps had there to rely entirely 
on sound.: In view of these dif- 
ficulties, that Corps and other 
sources of information deserve 
very great credit for the remark- 
ably clear and_ timely picture of 
the situation which they present- 
ed to the Controllers, These then 
were the set pieces on the wide 
chessboard of English skies and 
made opening moves in a contest 
on the outcome of which the safet: 
of all free peoples depended. 
Flexibility was thelr motto. Each 
day the Controllers held a con- 
ference at which every idea or

The steamer arrived at 
Kwong on February 9 and the 
plenty tiim having been noti- 
lied took delivery of the goods by 
paying the amount oof freight 
charped Le, $1,764 72, Subsequent- 
ly the plarotul firm protested to 
the defendants os to the amount, 
milegings that the bales of cassta 
had been wrongly measured, The 
defendants replied denying the 
ctbegation, 

On March 4, 08 
marine surveyors, at the request 
of the plaintiffs, measured 592 
bales of cassia then lying in go- 
downs oof the plaintiff company 
and found that the total measure- 
ments were 2.475 cubic feet us 
aeainst the 3,749 cuble feet on 
which the freight had been 
charged, 

The plaintiffs thereupon brought 
the present action for the re- 
covery of what they allege was 
overcharged (hem. 

Now, before dealing with the 
case as a whole, it may be con- 
venient oto state oat the outset 
what the term ‘freight’ is gen- 
eratly understood — to mean, 
Freight is the reward payable to 
the carrier for the safe carriage 
and delivery of goods; it: arises 
on ou contract for the conveyance 
of merchandise, and is in its 
nature an entire contract, so that. 
us a weneral rule, nothing can be 
demanded = for freight until the 
contract is completed by the de- 
livery of the goods at the place 
of destination, 


Plaintiff’s Case 


If, therelore, a person receives 
goods fforn on board a ship, 
which are shipped to the ship- 
per’s order, he makes himself by 
ueceptanes ‘of the goods Hable to 
ull the terms of the Bill of Lading. 
This is well settled law and I do 
not think the solicitor for the 
plaintiffs disputes the fact that 
this is sg. 

His argument, as I understand 
it, is based on the ground that 
his clients’ contract with the 
defendant firm is nothing to do 
with the original contract en- 
tered into by the shippers at 
Kwongchowwan but is an 
implied contract which arose at 
Hong Kong when delivery of the 
goods took place. 

In other words, his contention 
is that the receipt of the goods 
by the consignee amounts to 
evidence of a new contract, dis- 
tinct from the contract of carri- 
age entered into by the shipper, 
whereby the consignee, in con- 
sideration of the ship owner giv- 
ing up his lien on the goods, 
agrees to pay the ffeight. This 
principle has been laid down in 
a series of familiar decisions and 
no objection can be taken to , it, 
but as was held in Allen v. Col- 
tart pene 11 O.B.D, 782 it is a 
question 6£ fact, to be determined 
by reférerice to the circumstances 
of the particular case, whether} H:

For these reasons [ hold that 
the plaintiffs have failed to make 
out their claim and there must 
be judgment for the defendants 
with costs.

SHIPS TO WIN THE 
WAR 


President Roosevelt's 
order to the Maritime 
Commission to assemble a 
pool of 2,000,000 tons of 
existing shipping to speed 
the flow of vital war 
materials to Britain re- 
cognises that the most 
critical battle of the war 
is the battle of the 
Atlantic. 


The programme, as the 
President said, falls into 
two parts. One is the 
transfer of ships to Bri- | 
tish registry for use in 
the combat zone. The. 
other the reallocation of j 
ships in such a way as bo | 
obtain maximum! 
efficieney from their use. | 
Presumably the transfer 
of ships) for use in the 
Atlantic service will make 
use of the foreign vessels 
now in American ports, 
including the sixty-nine 
Danish, Italian and Ger- 
man ships recently seized, 
as well as French and 
other ships that have 
taken refuge. The 
balance of the 2,000,000 
tons is to be obtained by 
withdrawing vessels from 
intercoastal routes, using 
Army and Navy auxiliary 
vessels, commissioning 
what remains of the laid- 
up fleets of United States 
merchant ships and, pos- 
sibly, diverting some 
Great Lakes carriers to) 
the coastal and_ inter- 
coastal] trade. 

Plainly the programme 
is not merely intended to 
provide more tonnage but 
to obtain the maximum ot 
effective use of the ton- 
nage that is available. To 
achieve this it must go 
beyond strictly maritime 
limits. 

The highest efficiency 
in the use of available 
shipping requires that the 
flow of war materials by 
land from their points of 
origin to the docks must 
be co-ordinated with the 
movement of ships.

A FULL REPORT of all statements made 


by Rudolf Hess since 


his landing by para- 


chute in Scotland has been sent to the Prime 


Minister. 


The examination of Hess has been carried out 
in German and a translation has been prepared. 
Contents of the report are being kept a_ close 


secret. 


Everything recorded is being carefully examin- 
ed ana minutely checked by Intelligence officers to 
test the value and reliability of Hess’s statements. 


While the Germin radio, for the 
home audience. still keens silence, 
ioebbe's appears at last to have 
{decided on the version of the af- 
fair that he is going to hand out 
for foreign consumption, 


This version, which contradicts 
Gotbbels’ previous accounts, is 
given in on talk by Dr, Gerhardt 
Dohm to Portugal. 7 


Contradicting the original of- 
ficial communique on Hess, he 
sald: “Hess is not a man of 
confused Ideas. He was not a 
victim of hallucination. 


“He was a fanatical idealist who 
believed he could persuade Eng- 
land to make peace and prevent 
a break up of the British Empire 
and elimination of the English 
nation,” 


Dohm further denied that Hit- 
ler had appointed Hess his suc- 
cessor in his speech of September 
1, 1939. 


“Now Closed”’ 


For this and other reasons it is 
clear why the German radio dare 
not give this account of the mat- 
ter to their home listeners. 


Next point in Dohm's talk is 
thut the incident is now closed, 

“One cannot speak,” he said, “of 
any shock among the German 
people. This is proved by the 
fact that the affair ig no longer 
discussed,” 

That, in fact, the German au- 
thorities know the matter is by 
no means closed is shown by their 
attempts to discount in advance 
Hess's statement. 


Hess’s Knowledge 


Thus a German commentator, 
speaking to South America, said: 
“We can expect sensational state- 
ments which the English radio 
will attribute to Hess, But you 
should all remember his status as 
a prisoner of war and that his 
declarations cannot be tested.” 


In fact, as head of an organisa- 
tion with agents everywhere, 
Hess knew more than anyone else 
of the condition of the Nazi party, 
and as Hitler’s confidant he was 
bound to be well acquainted with 
Germany's plans.—British Wire- 
less.

U.S. ACTION 


CLOSE AT HAND 


ADDRESSING THE annual meeting of the 
American Council on Education on the subject of 
the war and the British universities, James B. 
Conant, President of Harvard University, said: “It 
would seem to me the time for final action by this 


country is close at hand.”

Dr. Conant, recently returned 
from England, was applauded 
when he expressed his conviction 
that “the English people will not 
make petce with Hitler” and again 
when he said:

It seems to be clear that in all 
Hkelthood the longer we delay in 
sending full aid against the Axis 
powers, the longer will be war, 
and the greater will be the ulti- 
mate misery for all mankind.” 

Dr, Conant in describing the 
British precautions for preventing 
the wastage of skilled men said he 
wondered if the United States 


“T do not believe, 


would do as well, He described 
the British programme under 
which the sclentists of the coun-- 
try are mobilised = for national 
service, Physicists, engineers, 
chemists and doctors are at work 
where they are most needed, he 
said. Ig men of these professions 
had been allowed to volunteer at 
the start, or had been drafted, the 
shortage to-day would be “serious 
indeed. One wonders whether we 
in the United States will be far- 
sighted enough to profit by the 
example.” 


British Plan Described 


The British Government, he 
continued, developed the idea of 
“reserve occupation” before the 
war, The first schedule listed 4 
thousand or more categories of 
employment which were regarded 
as essential to the defence of the 
country, These included a dozen 
or so categories involving univer- 
sity-trained men. To each 
category was — assigned an age 
limit, Men above this age were 
‘reserved’; that is, these men 
were only permitted to volunteer 
for restricted classifications of 
war services, 

Some categories had 
limit; for example, il 
were reserved; physicists were 
reserved ubove the age of 25, 
university and secondary school 
teachers above the same age, and 
chemists above 21, The result 
was an over-reservation in many 
occupations. Frequent mod flen- 
tions of the schedule since then 
have been made. 

In many occupations the age 
limit ig being raised. he said, since 
experience now shows that, on 
balance, the needs of the fighting 
serv'ces are snore important for 
the national effort than the par- 
ticular occupations in question. ; 
For example the age for teachers! 
and university professors is being 
raised from the original of 25 to 
35, On the other hand. the age 
mit on  vhysicists who have 
proved of the utmost importance 
to “war work" has been lowered 
from 25 tn 21.

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AID TO BRITAIN 
BY THOUSANDS 
OF REFUGEES 


THE CONTRIBUTION made to the war 
effort by a quarter million adult -foreign re- 
fugees in Britain was described by the Bishop 
of Chichester in a broadcast yesterday. 

These men and women, the Bishop said, 
fled to Britain because they ‘could not tolerate 
life under the Nazi regime and because they 
wanted to help England as the only country 
left in Europe that could lead them back to 
freedom. 


“There are scores of ways in 
which the help of these German 
and Austrian refugees is being 
given, About 2,000 are serving 
as soldiers in the Pioneer Corps. 


Flame Of Culture 


“There are also doctors, dentists, 
nurses and clergy all helping. In 
addition we have some 250 picked 
scholars using their brains for the 
promotion of learning in Britain 

“There is besides a body of 
artists, musicians and writers 
helping to keep the flame of cul- 
ture alive.” 

The Bishop added he would like 
to see refugee writers and poti- 
tical workers systematically used 
to encourage opposition in Ger- 
many ifself, to show the German 
people the falseness of Hither and 
to recall them to their true spirt- 
tual leaders, —- British Wireless. 


“Women are being welcomed as 
members of the A.F.S. and under 
Government training schemes men 
and women are going into fac- 
tories and are enyvaged in national 
training to help the war effort. 


“Over a thousand are emploved 
in ngricultural work where they 
are doing so well that farmers are 
calling out more and more of this 
refugee labour.

one step ahead of their cunning 
and resourceful foe was set forth, 
earnestly discussed and, if found | 
useful, adopted. Without — their, 
system of central control a battle 
in the proper sense of the word 
would not have taken place, The 
Squadrons would have gone up 
haphazard, as and when enemy 
raids were reported, They would | 
have found themselves — either , 
heavily outnumbered or with no 
enemy at all confronting them, 


Great care was taken to keep 
the burden of the fight distribut- 
edoas equally as possible among 
all the squadrons engaged. This! 
was achieved by hard training 
which vcontinued right through 
the batt'e, Whenever there was 0 
lull new formations were devised | 
and flown, new tactics practised, 
No squadron was even thrown 
into the fight without previous 
experience of fighting, They were 
carefully “nursed” and went into 
action under the leadership 
of an experienced  Squadron- 
Leader with many hours of com- 
bat to his eredit. The importance 
of (eam-work was fully realised, 
It was the lesson Jearnt in France 
during the battles of May and 
June, and, fortunately, | many 
pilots who had fought in’ them 
were in positions of command dur- 
ing the Battle of Britain, Their 
knowledge and experience were 
invaluable, 


German Command 
Plans A Knockout 


The avowed object of the enemy 
was to obtain oa quick decision 


and to end the war by the Autumn 
or early Winter of 1940. To 
achieve this, an invasion of Bri- 
tain was evidently thought to be 
essential. Preparations to launch 
it were pushed forward with 
great energy and determination 
throughout’ the latter days of 
June, the month of July and 
the first week of August. By 8th 
August the enemy felt himself 
ready to begin the opening 
phase on the success of which his 
plan depended, Before the Ger- 
man Army could land , it was 
necessary to destroy our coastal 
convoys, to sink or immobilise 
such units of the Royal Navy as 
would dispute its passage and 
above all, to drive the Royal Air 
Foree fron. the sky. He therefore 
launched a series of air attacks, 
first on our shipping and ports, and 
then on our nerodromes, There 
were four phases in the battle; 
the first from the 8th to 18th 
August, the second from the 19th 
August to 5th September, the 
third from the 6th September to 
5th October, and the fourth from 
the 6th to 3lst October. During 
this last phase, daylight attacks 
wave way gradually to night raids 
which increased as the months 
went on, It should, however, be 
remembered that, throughout the 
battle, the enemy made use of 
night as well as day bombing, the 
first growing in: volume and vio- 
lenee ay the second fell away. 


What was the plan which he 
sought te carry through in these 
four phases? It is impossible to 
ray with certainty at this mo- 
ment, The German mind is very 
methodical and immensely pains- 
taking. Schemes are worked out 


to the last detail: the organisation 
ig superb and, provided calcula- 
tions are correct, the plan yves 
without a hitch. But again and 
again history has shown that, if 
the original plan fails or becomes 
impracticable, the German has 
Httle power of improvisation and 
‘Sf the trumpet gives forth an un- 
certain sound, who shall prepare 
himself to battle?” Brand new 
plans have to be worked out in 
full detail, and when this has 
been done it may well be too late, 
In this instance the Luftwaffe 
was designed to prepare the way 
fur the German Army by smash- 
ing the enemy's resistance and it 
was a fundamental assumption in 
Berlin that Germany cou'd in 
every case establish and maintain 
air supremacy. 


The general plan for the use of 
the Luftwaffe was to seize and 
exploit to the full the mastery of 
the air. This was the main fea- 
ture in the Polish campaign, in 
attacks on Norway and the Low 
Countries and, even to a large ex- 
tent, in France. Acrodromes were 
to be put out of action thus tying 
opposing Air Forces to the ground, 
Ports and communications could 
then be destroyed without hin- 
drance, the military forces of the 
enemy paralysed and German 
armoured = divisions — placed — in 
position to operate undisturbed. 
Success meant the destruction of 
civilian morale and then internal 
disruption and surrender,
